Tributes paid to ‘perfect son’ 


THE family of a man who died on 
Christmas Day after a car crash have 
paid tribute to "the perfect son". 
Thomas Allen, 23, pictured, from 
Soham, died in hospital after the 
accident on the A14 at Sproughton near 
Ipswich on Christmas Eve. 

Mr Allen's family said: "Words cannot 
express the loss and devastation we are 
all feeling. Thomas was simply the 
perfect son. 

"He was a kind, thoughtful, happy 
young man, with a wicked sense of 
humour. He was just thrilled with the 
purchase of his new car. Sadly, driving 
this would result in his early death. 

"He was liked and loved by everyone 


who met him. He worked at Booker 
Cash and Carry and had recently been 
promoted. Life was going really well 
when he tragically died. He was on the 
road to great things. 

"He was adored by his young sister and 
all our lives will never be the same." 
The four-vehicle crash took place at 
about 10.20pm. Police said five or six 
animals were loose and three horses 
died. 

A 26-year-old Ipswich man, arrested on 
suspicion of causing danger to road 
users, has been released on bail until 
February. A section of the westbound 
A14 between Copdock and Sproughton 
was closed for several hours. 


Councils and retailers join forces to 
boost Newmarket business and tourism

NEWMARKET could 
become the first town in 
East Anglia to hold an 
internationally recognised 
customer service status. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, Suffolk County 
Council and Newmarket 
Town Council have joined 
forces to promote World Host 
customer service training, 
which was given to 
volunteers during the 
London Olympic Games. 

The aim is achieve Word Host 
destination status for 
Newmarket, which would put it 
on the map as a tourist 
destination both on the national 
and international stage. 

West Suffolk College will 
deliver the training to 
businesses and a minimum of 
25 per cent of businesses within 
the designated catchment area 
must send 50 per cent of their 
staff to gain destination status. 

Herm Island, in the Channel 
Islands, became the UK’s first 
World Host destination in July 
and Worcester and Salisbury are 
already working towards 
destination status, but council 
bosses are confident that 
Newmarket could scoop first 
prize in East Anglia. 

Cllr David Bowman, cabinet 
member for economic 
development and tourism at 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “Forest Heath District

Council is really enthusiastic 
about supporting this project to 
make the customer more 
integrated in the town centre. 

“We want to put customer 
service at a higher level.” 

He said Forest Heath hoped 
the improved customer service 
would benefit tourism but also 
improve the shopping 
experience for residents. 

Cllr Bowman said: “Suffolk 
County Council chose New¬ 
market for this project as it has a 
special place in the minds of a 
lot of people and we want to 
build on that.” 

There will be a taster session 
on January 17, with a venue to 
be confirmed, for businesses 
that want to take part and 
members of the Newmarket 
Retailers Association are keen to 
get involved. 


Julie Eden, of Coffee & Co in 
Palace Street, said she would be 
sending as many of her staff for 
training as possible. 

She said: “For me it is about 
celebrating our customer 
service. It is nice to be 
recognised for that and for 
consumers to know they can get 
that added service from 
independent shops. 

“It will benefit the town really 
well. I hope Newmarket can 
become a recognised destin¬ 
ation.” 

Tolly Considine, of Tolly’s 
Flowers in Rous Road, said: “I 
think it is a fantastic thing and I 
hope all the retailers will think 
the same as I do. 

“Without good customer 
relations and good customer 
service we are not going to 
survive. That is the one thing 
the internet cannot give you.” 

He added: ‘Anything that will 
benefit the town, not only from 
a retailer’s perspective but for 
someone who lives in the town, 
is positive.” 

The catchment area will cover 
Newmarket High Street from the 
Memorial Hall up to the Clock 
Tower plaza, including Fred 
Archer Way, Old Station Road, 
Sun Lane and Wellington Street. 

Representatives from Forest 
Heath and Newmarket Retailers 
Association will be visiting 
businesses within the catch¬ 
ment area over the next 
fortnight to discuss the project.

Funeral for 
man who 
drowned 
in Thailand 

A FUNERAL will be held 
for a man who drowned 
in Thailand. 

Patrick Molloy, 28, was 
reported to have 
drowned after being 
chased into the sea with 
two friends by a group of 
locals who were angry 
about their behaviour at 
a disco. 

Mr Molloy, of St 
Mary’s Square, 

Newmarket, was unable 
to swim and failed to 
make it to a nearby 
inflatable banana boat. 
His two friends, believed 
to be from Cambridge, 
were rescued. 

The body of Mr Molloy 
was recovered from the 
Gulf of Thailand, off the 
resort of Pattaya, on 
December 2. 

A death notice 
described him as a 
“much loved son”, a 
“beloved daddy”, and a 
“loving partner”, who 
would be “sadly missed” 
by his family. 

A requiem mass will 
be held at the Church of 
Our Lady and the 
English Martyrs in Hills 
Road, Cambridge, at 
noon tomorrow, followed 
by a burial at the 
Huntingdon Road 
cemetery. 


Police to beef up fight 
against rural criminals

RURAL communities 
will see an increased 
police presence in the 
New Year to combat 
offenders targeting rural 
communities. 

Suffolk Police has 
strengthened its response to 
rural crime by creating a 
new team of Special 
Constables who will pro¬ 
actively patrol rural areas, 
engage with businesses and 
communities and work to 
prevent fly-tipping, hare 
coursing and metal and fuel 
thefts. 

There will also be a team 
of dedicated rural crime 
police officers who will 
focus its efforts on 
preventing hare coursing. 

The initiative was 
launched after farmers and 
residents of local areas met 
with the Country Land and 
Business Association in 
November to highlight the 
impact of crime on rural 
businesses. 

Tim Passmore, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Suffolk, said: “Rural crime 
doesn’t always get the 
media’s interest, but it can 
have a devastating effect on 


those living and working in 
our rural and farming 
communities. 

“Suffolk is a relatively 
small police force covering a 
large rural county and this 
brings its own unique 
challenges. 

“I want more visible 
frontline policing, and I am 
working with the 
Constabulary to reduce 
bureaucracy and improve 
the use of technology to 
improve police response 
times in remote areas.” 

He said everyone in the 


countryside had a part to 
play in combating crime and 
it was important for the 
police to co-operate with 
other organisations in the 
county. 

Assistant Chief Const Tim 
Newcomb said: “Rural crime 
is a key area of concern to 
us. 

“Our Safer Neighbourhood 
and Community Safety 
Teams already work closely 
with local communities and 
have been successful in 
setting up Farm Watch 
schemes around the county, 


which helps people get 
involved and become the 
eyes and ears of their area. 

“This campaign will focus 
on rural issues and the 
dedicated Rural Crime 
Officers will complement 
the existing work of officers 
in the county.”

Club crackdown sees 
conditions imposed 


A TOWN centre nightclub has I 
kept its licence despite claims 
by police of “disproportionate” 
levels of crime. 

Bosses at Innocence nightclub, in 
High Street, Newmarket, were 
ordered to adopt 33 conditions to 
their licence by Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing sub-committee 
on Monday following a catalogue of 
incidents, including an attack where 
a man was left with a 1.5-inch scar 
to his face after being hit with a glass 
bottle. 

The conditions include the use of 
plastic glasses, regular staff training, 
constant CCTV surveillance and co¬ 
operation with the local pub watch 
scheme. 

Suffolk Constabulary applied for a 
full licence review in December, 
listing 18 incidents of assault and 
anti-social behaviour at Innocence in 
the last year, despite it only opening

a few times a month. 

PC Gary Pinyoun told the hearing: 
“The reason for the review was a 
serious crime and disorder issue 
which occurred on December 1, 
where it was reported to us that a 
man had been bottled on the 
premises. 

“We felt the amount of crime 
committed in proportion to the 
length of time the premises is open 
was disproportionate. 

“Since then there has been 
substantial negotiation with the 
licence holder and that is very 
positive.” 

The sub-committee also ordered 
that the ladies toilets in the 
nightspot should be inspected every 
15 minutes and a log should be kept 
after police found evidence of 
MDMA and cocaine in both the 
women’s and men’s toilets during 


trace detection tests on December 8 
and 9. 

Jason Newell, managing director of 
Innocence, said: “Most of the points 
that have been put down in the 
police’s conditions are things we 
have been doing since we opened in 
2007 but nothing has been put down 
on paper. 

“We have had some issues in the 
past but we are working to make 
sure things like this don’t happen 
again.” 

Speaking after the hearing he said: 
“Both the police and ourselves have 
worked hard on this and we are 
happy to move forward in a positive 
manner.” 

Licensing Sgt Claire Connick said 
Innocence shared a licence with 
Heaven nightclub, which is in the 
same building, and the police hoped 
to work with the club to clarify 
Heaven’s licence in the future. 


College wins bid for pitches and games area 


PLANS for improved 
sports facilities at 
Newmarket College have 
been given the green light 
by the county council. 

The application for two 
new sports pitches, a 
multi-use games area and 
new changing rooms at 
the Exning Road site was 
approved by Suffolk

The bid was put in over 
a year ago but stalled as 
it is linked to

mitigating factor for the 
loss of public land but 
the planning applications 
are separate. 

More than 250 people 
signed a petition 
expressing concern about 
both applications while 
14 letters of objection 
were written about the 
college’s bid alongside 22 
letters of support. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
principal of Newmarket 
College said: “We are 
very pleased about the 
decision. 

“It has been a long time 


in the pipeline and it has 
been linked to the 
supermarket applications 
but clearly we believe it 
is a separate appli¬ 
cation.” 

He said the college had 
three years to find 
funding for the project, 
whether from the 
Sainsbury’s application 
or from elsewhere. 

Dr Cadwalldar added: 
“I appeal to the people in 
the town who have been 
fighting the plan to 
support the college and 
the youngsters and make 
good on the Olympic 
legacy for our young 
people.”

pocketed 

£28,000 

A MAN who stole more than 
£28,000 from his employer to 
keep up with his friends’ 
spending has been spared 
jail. 

Joseph Dacus, of Westward 
Deals, Kedington, failed to 
record the true price he 
obtained for items sold at a 
branch of Cash Converters 
and pocketed the difference. 

The 23-year-old spent the 
money on socialising and 
buying designer clothes and 
jewellery, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

Dacus, who pleaded guilty 
to theft from an employer, 
stole £28,090 between May 
16 and July 27 last year. 

Duncan O’Donnell, miti¬ 
gating, said Dacus had 
moved into a shared house 
for the first time and had 
tried to keep pace with his 
friends’ spending. 

He was spending more on 
taxi fares between his home 
and the shop in Bury St 
Edmunds than he earned, the 
court heard. 

Mr O’Donnell said Dacus 
“simply could not afford” the 
lifestyle he wanted but was 
now paying the money back. 

The barrister said: “He is a 
young man who has 
stumbled into criminality of 
this nature without realising 
the seriousness of what he 
was doing.” 

Recorder Christopher 
Morgan sentenced Dacus to 
16 months in jail, suspended 
for two years, plus 200 hours 
of community work. 

He will be under super¬ 
vision for a year and must 
take part in a thinking skills 
programme. Cash Converters 
will receive £840 com¬ 
pensation in cash and 
jewellery seized by police 
from Dacus. 

Thief targets 
parked car 

THIEVES snatched a mobile 
phone, a games console and 
a Wii remote from a car.

Trucker is cleared of 
aiding Beck Row killer 



A LORRY driver has been 
acquitted of helping a double 
murderer to evade police after a 
shooting at Beck Row. 

Michael Clinton, 41, had been 
confronted on his doorstep by 
Christopher Line who confessed to 
shooting two men dead at nearby 
Willow Park. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
Clinton, of Church Close, Beck Row, 
had been scared for the safety of his 
family when he let Line into the 
house and then drove him to Soham 
the next day. 

On Thursday, December 20 a jury of 
five women and seven men found 


Clinton not guilty of perverting the 
course of justice by assisting Line to 
evade arrest on March 15, 2011. 

During the trial, the jury heard 
Clinton, who denied the charge, had 
been unsure what to do when Line 
appeared at his house. 

Clinton told the court that he did 
not know Line well and had been 
unaware of his surname until told by 
police. 

He said he had known Line’s 
employer, Sam Vinden, better and he 
phoned Vinden on the night of the 
shootings because he did not know 
what to do when Line turned up on 
his doorstep and confessed what he 
had done. 


He said he allowed him inside 
because he was scared what could 
happen to him and his family. 

Clinton said: “At the end of the day 
this bloke had killed two people and 
what was to stop him making me 
number three?” 

The shooting at Willow Park, Beck 
Row resulted in Line, 29, being 
convicted of two counts of murder in 
June. 

He is serving a life sentence and 
will spend at least 35 years behind 
bars for the murder of Shane Hill, 20, 
and David Castell, 29, after they 
travelled from Basildon to set light to 
a caravan belonging to Line’s 
employer.

75 years' 
marriage 
for pair 
who wed 
in secret 

A COUPLE who married 
in secret when the bride 
was just 18 years old are 
celebrating an amazing 
75 years of wedded 
bliss. 

Ron and Kath Spathaky, 
of Burwell, tied the knot 
on December 21,1937 
after they met at a 
Co-operative event in 
Brighton. 

They had an exciting 
start to married life as 
they had to hold the 
ceremony in secret 
because Kath, who was 
only two days away from 
her 19th birthday, would 
not have been allowed 
back to complete 
studying pharmacy at 
her college if staff there 
had found out. 

Because of the secrecy, 
there were no 
photographs taken at 
the time and no family 
members were present. 
But married life treated 
them well and they went 
on to have three 
children. 

Ron, now 98, continued 
his job teaching French 
at a local grammar 
school and Kath, who is 
94, finished her studies 


and started an 
apprenticeship at a 
Boots chemists in 
Brighton city centre. 
When her college did 
eventually find out 
about the secret nuptials 
during her final year of 
studies, Kath was 
forbidden from 
attending lectures. But 
she was allowed to take 
her exams and qualified 
as a pharmacist in 1940. 
Ron went on to teach 
French in the Army 
Education Corps during 
the Second World War 
and he helped 
paratroopers prepare 
for operations in France. 
After the war, the couple 
moved to East Anglia. 
Ron taught at several 
schools in the region 
and retired as a deputy 
headmaster while Kath 
found great happiness 
as a local pharmacist. 
They enjoyed a quiet 
celebration at their 


Burwell home with "no 
fuss" and definitely no 
Royal telegram. 

There were short visits 
from some of their 
children, seven grand¬ 
children and eight great¬ 
grandchildren. 

When asked what the

Charity cash thief 
in high-speed chase 


A THIEF who stole two 
charity boxes and then 
smashed into a police car 
during a high-speed chase 
has been jailed. 

Carl Scarrow, 32, was so 
desperate to avoid capture after 
stealing Magpas and East Anglian 
Air Ambulance charity tins he 
reversed into a police car, 
smashing the rear window of his 
Ford Fiesta. 

His getaway driving was 
described as “deeply shocking” by 
a Cambridge judge, who said it 
was a “sad irony” that Scarrow 
would probably have relied on the 
emergency medical charities he 
stole from had he crashed. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown Court, said he 
was seen hitting speeds of up to 
80mph and driving the wrong way 
around roundabouts through 
Burwell. 

She added: “He reversed into 
the police car with so much 
ferocity that it smashed the rear 
window of the Fiesta. He was seen

mounting kerbs and driving at 
excessive speed on both sides of 
the road.” 

A stinger was deployed and 
police arrested him after a struggle 
during the September 18 chase. 

One of the charity boxes was 
found in his car and another 
outside a house. They had been 
stolen from Fordham Garden 
Centre by Scarrow, a former taxi 
driver, earlier that night. 

Hugh Vass, mitigating, said 
Scarrow, who has 12 previous 
convictions for 22 offences, had 
been out of trouble for years but 
entered a “cycle of despair” after 
splitting from his long-term 
girlfriend. 

He added: “The fact his life has 
seemed to go to the dogs for a bit 
is no kind of excuse for this kind 
of behaviour.” 

Judge Anthony Bate, sentencing, 
jailed him for eight months and 
gave him an 18-month driving ban 
after Scarrow, of St John’s Close, 


Mildenhall, admitted burglary, 
theft of a sat-nav, dangerous 
driving and failing to stop. 

He said: “The theft that was 
committed in the course of the 
burglary at the garden centre was 
a particularly mean offence and 
the dangerous driving that 
followed was a deeply shocking 
piece of driving and custody is 
inevitable. 

“It’s a sad irony that if you 
caused an accident during the 
course of your driving it may well 
have been Magpas or East Anglian 
Air Ambulance who would have 
come to your aid.” 

A spokesman for Magpas said: 
“While we more than appreciate 
that times are hard for a great 
many people, especially at this 
time of year, Magpas relies wholly 
on generous contributions from 
the public. 

“For obvious reasons, this is a 
very sad state of affairs, and to 
think that some of our supporters’ 
kind donations have gone into this 
individual’s pocket is extremely 
disappointing.” 


Public urged 
to join tech 
war on crime 

SUFFOLK Police are urging residents 
to get technology savvy as part of their 
burglary-busting Operation Draw¬ 
bridge. 

The force is encouraging people to 
install tracker apps on their 
smartphones, android devices and 
tablet computers at a time when many 
top-of-the-range gadgets have been 
given as presents. 

Tracker devices and apps have 
already helped police get their hands 
on valuables stolen in the county and 
they could lead to the arrest of the 
thieves, Suffolk Police said. 

Det Chief Insp Bernie Morgan said: 
‘As part of Operation Drawbridge, we 
are determined to exploit technology 
and find further ways in which we 
can help members of the public help 
themselves in securing their homes 
and their property to stop them 
becoming victims of crime. 

“If a criminal gains access to a 
home, it can be much easier for us to 
get stolen property back when tracker 
applications have been used. This also 
helps us to locate offenders and bring 
them to justice for the distress and 
upset they have caused their victims. 

“I know that phones and electronic 
devices will be highly popular as gifts 
this Christmas, so I would encourage 
those individuals who are either 
giving or receiving such items to 
install tracker apps to these products. 
By doing so, you are helping to ensure 
the item is well protected.” 

Operation Drawbridge is a police 
campaign to cut the number of 
burglaries being committed in Suffolk 
and to bring more offenders to justice. 

Mobile phones can also be 
registered for free on the Immobilise 
website which will help police 
identify the owners of phones they 
recover.

rumoured to belong to 
Charles II. 

Christopher Garibaldi, 
director of the National 
Horseracing Museum, said: 
"The National Horseracing 
Museum is delighted to be 
exhibiting paintings that are 
of such national and 
international importance to 
the history and development 


of British Thoroughbred 
Racing. 

"Working in partnership with 
the Jockey Club and the 
British Sporting Art Trust, we 
are very excited to share the 
cream of the crop with the 
wider public." 

The exhibition runs from 
January 17 until March 23 
and is open 10am to 4pm, 
closed Sundays and Mondays. 
Tickets cost £6.50 for adults, 
£5.50 for concessions, £3.50 
for children under 16 or £15 
for a family ticket. 


Council chiefs in 
broadband deal 


HOUSEHOLDS will no 
longer suffer from a 
“digital divide” after plans 
for ultrafast broadband 
took a step forward. 

Suffolk County Council has 
signed a contract with BT 
under the Government’s 
Broadband Delivery 

programme, which aims to 
provide every household and 
business premises in the 
county at least 2 megabits per 
second (Mbps) by the end of 
2015. 

The project will use a 
mixture of public and private 
funds to deliver the network 
to more isolated parts of the 
county, rather than just faster 
speeds to areas where it is 
easier to deliver. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of 
Suffolk County Council and 
chair of the Better Broadband 
for Suffolk programme board, 
said: “When we launched the 
Better Broadband for Suffolk 
campaign, we wanted to 
ensure that everyone who

lives and works in our county 
benefits. 

“Improving access to 
broadband is going to help 
Suffolk’s economy grow by as 
much as 20% and create up to 
5,000 new jobs. 

“There is acute disparity 
between urban and rural 
Suffolk as well as from the 
rest of the country and 
councillors aim to close those 
gaps. 

“I’m delighted that we’ve 
come such a long way in such 
a short space of time. 

“In the new year, the first 
properties are going to start 
benefiting from the pro¬ 
gramme and within three 
years, broadband access 
across Suffolk is going to be 
unrecognisable from what it is 
today.” 

Surveyors from Openreach, 
BT’s local network division, 
will begin looking at locations 
across the county. 

Bill Murphy, managing 


director of NGA and BT 
Group, said: “This is great 
news for Suffolk. 

“The county is ambitious 
for economic growth and 
higher-speed broadband 
services are crucial for 
delivering that by helping to 
retain and grow small 
businesses, providing access 
to a global online market for 
entertainment and business 
opportunities and creating 
jobs.” 

Only two per cent of the 
hardest to reach premises are 
expected to have speeds lower 
than 5 Mbps in the next three 
years. 

Mr Murphy said: “Fibre 
broadband will bring Suffolk’s 
predominantly rural economy 
into the digital fast lane - 
revitalising small towns, 
villages and hamlets by 
making it possible to start and 
run a connected business 
from these locations and in 
the long-term, ensuring local 
people don’t suffer from a 
digital divide.” 


Theft of 
gold is 
admitted 

A MAN has pleaded 
guilty to stealing gold 
and cash from a 
shopping centre. 

Luke Sheppard, 27, of 
Frampton Close, New¬ 
market, appeared on 
Friday, December 21 at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
charged with two 
counts of burglary at 
the Guineas Shopping 
Centre. 

Sheppard pleaded 
guilty to burglary at the 
Newmarket shopping 
centre on January 21 
where he stole gold and 
cash. 

He also pleaded 
guilty to a second 
charge of burglary at the 
same location on 
February 6 with intent 
to steal. 

Judge John Devaux 
told Sheppard that he 
would continue to be 
granted bail until he is 
sentenced next month. 

Also appearing in 
court was Julie Collins, 
34, of Frampton Close, 
in Newmarket, who 
denied a charge of using 
gold and cash between 
January 21 and 
February 7 and knowing 
them to be stolen. 

Charles Myatt, pro¬ 
secuting, said the 
Crown Prosecution 
Service would indicate 
within 14 days whether 
a trial for Collins would 
be proceeded with. 

If it does take place, it 
is expected to last for 
up to two days. 

Collins was also 
granted bail. 


A14 gas 
leak alert

suspected propane gas 
leak on the A14 at 
Swaffham Bulbeck. 

Crews were called to 
the broken-down lorry 
on the westbound 
carriageway at 6.32pm 
on December 20. 

Part of the road was 
closed because of the 
incident, which had 
been caused by a defect 
in the articulated lorry’s 
brake system. 

The road reopened at 
about 7.45pm.

LIZZY BUCHAN reflects on the events that made the headlines over 12 months 


JANUARY 

A PROFESSIONAL jockey 
was jailed for two years for 
killing a toddler in October 
2011 by driving along the 
wrong side of the road in 
Ashley. Ahmed Aldubaili, of 
Dubai, became confused and 
drove his Jaguar down the 
wrong side of the road into 
Martin Blacklock's Renault 
Clio and killed his 3-year-old 
son Henry instantly. 

ASDA proposed building 
a 40,000 sq ft supermarket, 
including 400 car parking 
spaces, a bar, a restaurant 
and a hotel on land 
encompassing Queensbury 
Lodge, the old swimming 
pool site backing onto 
Rowley Drive. Morrisons 
also put in a bid to build a 
24,000 sq ft shop on the old 
gasworks site in Exning 
Road. The application for a 
Sainsbury's superstore and 
other facilities off Fordham 
Road was opposed by 
Newmarket Town Council 
due to concerns about a 
loss of public open space 
and increased traffic in the 
town. 

Thieves stole a number of 
catalytic converters which 
caused half the fleet of Dial a 
Ride buses to be put out of 
action. Forest Heath 
Voluntary Network was 
forced to cancel trips for 12 
passengers who are unable to 
get around due to disability 
or age. The buses were stored 
at the back of Newmarket 
Hospital but had to be 
moved to a secure site at the 
cost of £120 a month to the 
charity. 

Swimmers made a splash 
by completing thousands of 
lengths for charity. The 
fourth annual SwimAlong 
saw 50 people swim 2,836 
lengths at the town's leisure 
centre to raise money for 
the Newmarket Rotary 
Club's appeal to fight polio 
disease and a charity 
chosen by each swimming 
team. 

FEBRUARY 

THE out-of-hours service at 
Newmarket Hospital was 
axed, forcing people to travel 
as far as Mildenhall or Bury St 
Edmunds for treatment. 
Residents signed petitions 
and expressed concerns to 
West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock but care provider 
Harmoni decided to close the 
Newmarket base as the bases 
in Mildenhall and Bury St 
Edmunds fall within the half- 
an-hour journey time 
prescribed by NHS Suffolk. 

Palace House revealed its 
secrets as a 15-strong team 
of archaeologists from Time 
Team conducted a three-day 
dig. They discovered the 
remains of King Charles ll's 


original stables, dating back 
to the 1670s. The Home of 
Horseracing Trust's project 
saw the National 
Horseracing Museum move 
into part of the stables' 
outer yard. 

A widow and her son had a 
lucky escape after an out-of- 
control gritter ploughed into 
their home in Toyse Way, 
Burwell. Ann Calder, 75, was 
on her way to lay flowers on 
her husband's grave when 
she went back into her house 
to get a coat and the gritter 
rammed through the porch. 
Her son John, 51, suffered 
three broken ribs. 

Dozens of lambs were 
killed by a rare virus at a 
farm in West Row. Clive 
Sleightholme, of Mayfield 
Farm, lost 75 out of 1,700 
lambs to Schmallenberg 
Virus (SBV). The killer virus 
is also known as 'deformed 
lamb disease' and causes 
deformities and 
miscarriages in sheep. This 
was the first case of SBV in 
England after it was first 
spotted in Germany. It is 
believed to spread by mites. 

MARCH 

THIEVES spent six hours 
stealing thousands of pounds 
worth of diesel from 
articulated lorries in a secure 
compound in Studlands 
Industrial Park Estate. The 
gang got in through a hole in 
the wire and removed almost 
£4,000 of fuel by filling 
buckets and passing them 
over the fence. The lorries 
were left with only enough 
fuel to reach the Newmarket 
BP garage and fill up. 

A pensioner turned 22 
despite being born in 1924 
- as his birthday falls on 
February 29. Retired priest 
Arthur Davis' birthday falls 
every four years due to a 
quirk of the Greogorian 
calendar which means an 
extra day is added every 
four years. This is because 
the year is actually 365.25 
days long so if an extra day 
wasn't added in then our 
time system would be out 
by 3 days every 12 years. 

Cat owners were 
devastated after five pets 
were poisoned in the area 
surrounding George Lambton 
Avenue. The cause was 
believed to be anti-freeze 
liquid used on cars, as cats 
are attracted by the sweet 
taste but the liquid caused 
kidney failure. 

Plans to build up to 1,200 
homes at Hatchfield Farm 
were thrown out by the 
Secretary of State. 
Campaigners from Save 
Historic Newmarket, the 
Tattersalls Group and Forest 
Heath District Council 
fought Lord Derby's bid to 


build shops, homes, 
restaurants and 
employment space on the 
site of the Fordham Road. 

APRIL 

A PROJECT to transform 
Palace House was given a 
£4.2m boost from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. The 
site of Charles ll's palace and 
stables received the funding 
to turn into a national 
heritage centre, including a 
new home for the National 
Horseracing Museum, an 
education centre in the Mews 
and the collections of the 
British Sporting Art Trust will 
be displayed in the gallery. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council threw their 
weight behind a campaign 
for paving slabs to honour 
famous jockeys, trainers 
and horses from the town. 
'Legends of the Turf' was 
spearheaded by Cllr Keith 
Bovill who planned to bid 
for £100,000 of lottery 
funding for the project. 

Thieves shattered the 
dreams of 23-year-old cyclist 
Dave Hicks by stealing his 
bike before he embarked on 
a 200km charity cycle ride in 
June. Dave planned to raise 
money for dementia after his 
grandmother Olive Gibbons 
battled the disease for many 
years. His 1,200 bike was 
stolen after he left it locked 
up outside his home in Yew 
Tree Close. 

A head lad and a stud 
hand raised more than 
£5,000 for the charity 
Racing Welfare by running 
the London Marathon. Alex 
Cairns, who works for 
Newmarket trainer Marco 
Botti, completed the 26.2- 
mile race in 3 hours 50 
minutes while Kirsty 
Durham, of Hascombe Stud 
near Cheveley, finished in 4 
hours 50 minutes. 

MAY 

PARANOID beliefs about his 
working class background led 
Robert Baker, of Toyse Lane, 
in Burwell, to plant a hoax 
bomb in a microwave in 
Cambridge, a court heard. 
Businesses were evacuated in 
East Road and Anglia Ruskin 
University was closed for six 
hours whilst bomb squads 
investigated the threat. Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth 
sentence Baker to a two year 
mental health treatment 
order and a nine-month jail 
sentence which was 
suspended for two years. 

A woman from Swaffham 
Prior was elected as 
Cambridgeshire High 
Sheriff. Penelope 
Walkinshaw was awarded 
the 1,000-year-old post by 
the Queen and will 
represent her in matters 


relating to justice 
throughout the county. 

A shower of bricks tumbled 
onto the High Street, injuring 
assers-by, after a July Festival 
anner broke free from its 
bindings. Claire Cotton, 19, 
from Brandon, suffered 
bruising after part of the wall 
fell onto the pavement and 
cables smashed into Thomas 
and Ann Axon's car as it 
stopped at the lights. The 
incident was investigated by 
the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

Princess Anne visited the 
town to open a £1.8m 
housing scheme for Racing 
Welfare charity. The 
princess royal arrived by 
helicopter to unveil a 
plaque at Rous Memorial 
Court where there were 16 
new affordable flats for 
people who have worked in 
the racing industry. 

JUNE 

ROYAL fever hit the town as 
the Queen celebrated her 
Diamond Jubilee. Children 
enjoyed a tea party at the 
New Astley Club and more 
than 100 people braved the 
rain for a picnic on the 
Severals with music from 
Macca, Akimbo and The 
Demodes. Youngsters from 
Exning Primary School re¬ 
enacted the coronation and 
the bunting was out at an 
old-fashioned fish and chip 
supper at Burwell and District 
Day Centre. 

A controversial lap 
dancing club won its battle 
to stay open in the High 
Street. Heaven was awarded 
a new license by Forest 
Heath District Council's 
licensing committee despite 
fierce opposition from 
Newmarket Town Council. 
Councillors said the club 
inappropriate as it was too 
close to churches, homes 
and a children's play area. 

Hundreds of people signed 
a petition campaigning to 
reopen the out-of-hours 
clinic at Newmarket Hospital. 
Members of Newmarket 
Town Council and local 
resident Cam Blyth handed 
out petitions to more than 
200 people who opposed the 
closure by private healthcare 
provider Harmoni in 
February. 

Staff from a charity shop 
set up a trap to catch 
thieves pinching donations 
from outside the shop. 
Hilary McLaughlin and 
Jenny Mullan from Cancer 
Research UK, in High Street, 
filled two bags with rubbish 
and then waited in the 
Rutland car park to spot the 
thief. A man approached 
and took the bags at 7.40am 
and when they challenged 
him he returned the bags.

in year of golden moments 


JULY 

A PRIVATE company 
announced it would take 
over the running of 
Newmarket Hospital in 
September. Serco was named 
preferred bidder to provide 
community healthcare in 
Suffolk instead of Suffolk 
Community Healthcare, 
which is part of NHS Suffolk. 

A shotgun killer who 
"executed" two men was 
jailed for life by a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 
Christopher Line, 29, of 
Willow Park, in Beck Row, 
pleaded not guilty to 
murdering David Castell 
and Shane Hill in Beck Row 
on March 15, 2011, after 
they arrived from Southend, 
in Essex, to carry out an 
arson attack. He was told he 
would serve 35 years in jail 
before he could apply for 
parole. 

Thousands of people 
turned out to watch the 
Olympic Torch carried 
through the town centre. 
Torchbearers Andy Mcgowan 
and Louise Barnes, from 
Sewards End, near Saffron 
Walden, bore the torch along 
Fordham Road and down the 
High Street to cheers and 
whistles from almost 15,000 
spectators. 

Drama unfolded in the 
sky as two gliders crashed 
and plummeted onto the 
Gallops, in Bury Road. Both 
pilots were competing in 
the British Gilding 
Association Club Class 
championship before they 
crashed. One pilot suffered 
minor head injuries while 
the other crash landed 
nearby and was unharmed. 

AUGUST 

THE First Lady was greeted 
by American flags and 
beaming grins as she paid a 
special visit to RAF 
Mildenhall as part of her four 
day trip to the UK. Michelle 
Obama spent half an hour 
hugging and chatting to 
American families stationed 
at the American airbases in 
the area. 

Teenagers across the 
district laughed and cried as 
GCSE results were 
announced. 94 per cent of 
students at Mildenhall 
College scooped five or 
more GCSEs graded A* to C 
while results at Newmarket 
College were lower than 
expected with only 27 per 
cent achieving 5 passes 
between A* to C including 
Maths and English. Dr Bob 
Cadwalladr, head of 
Newmarket College, 
criticised "point-scoring 
politicians" for damaging 
the chances of his students. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock saddled up to raise 
money for charity by 
competing in the first 
amateur race on the July 


Course. The Blue Square 
Cavalry Charge was held to 
raise money for Racing 
Welfare and the Household 
Cavalry's Operational Fund. 
Mr Hancock trained for three 
months beforehand with top 
racehorse trainer Michael 
Bell. 

SEPTEMBER 

HORSES were evacuated 
following a blaze at Luca 
Cumani's Bedford House 
stables. No people or horses 
were harmed by the fire as 
firefighters battled for more 
than four hours to extinguish 
the flames. An investigation 
was launched into the cause 
of the fire. 

A brave brother slept in 
his Exning garden for 365 
days on the trot to raise 
money for a charity that 
saved his sister's life. 15- 
year-old Rob Challinor 
raised more than £1,450 for 
Magpas air medics charity 
which transported his sister 
Kelly-Ann to Addenbrooke's 
in 2005 after she was 
thrown from her horse. 

Two men were jailed for 
bursting their way into a 
home in George Lambton 
Avenue and savagely beating 
the owner. Phillip Powell, 30, 
formerly of George Lambton 
Avenue and now residing in 
Scunthorpe, and Kevin 
Bishop, 48, of Perriman 
Close, were sentenced to 20 
months in prison by a judge 
at Ipswich Crown Court. The 
victim was beaten with a 
metal pole and suffered cuts 
and bruises. 

A man suffering from 
cerebral palsy was wrongly 
told he could not continue 
treatment at a hospital 
where he has been a patient 
for 38 years. James Calvert, 
54, of Kentford, was told he 
would have to travel to 
West Suffolk Hospital, in 
Bury St Edmunds, or attend 
Newmarket Hospital rather 
than Addenbrooke's as he 
lives in the West Suffolk 
primary care division. 
Addenbrooke's later 
apologised for the mistake. 

OCTOBER 

A FORMER flat jockey proved 
he might have the X Factor 
after his band went through 
to the live finals of the TV 
talent show. Jamie Hamblett, 
24, of Newmarket, entered 
the racing industry aged 16 
and most recently worked for 
John Gosden's Clarehaven 
Stables. His band Union J 
went through with 11 other 
acts including Lucy Spraggan 
and rival boy band District 3. 

Runners struck out across 
the Severals during an 
inaugural charity event to 
raise money for Racing 
Welfare and Newmarket 
Open Door. Teams of 
schoolchildren, families and 
individuals took part in 'Run 
the Walks' where runners 


took on a 12k loop across 
the horse walks or a fun run 
where teams saw how many 
laps they could do of the 
Severals in 20 minutes. The 
starting gun was pulled by 
Terry Waite, president of 
Newmarket Open Door, 
who was held hostage in 
Lebanon for 1,763 days 
between 1987 and 1991. 

An American airman 
escaped jail after he left his 
three dogs to starve. Miles 
Rodriguez, 24, of RAF 
Mildenhall, admitted to three 
charges of neglect at West 
Suffolk Magistrated Court and 
was given an eight-week 
suspended prison sentence. 
The court heard how RSPCA 
inspectors found a

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Why I gave up my children

Polly O’Neill took the most heartbreaking decision any mother can 
contemplate 21 years ago. Now she’s dedicating herself to helping 
other women in a similar situation. Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


P OLLY O'Neill cuts a striking figure. 
Tall, stylish, and looking far younger 
than her 48 years, she's a volunteer 
at the Cambridge Women's Resources 
Centre, where she helps vulnerable 
women to turn their lives around. 

Yet Polly's own life has been almost unbearably 
difficult. Crippled by bipolar disorder, 21 years 
ago she took a heartbreaking decision - to put her 
three young children into care. 

"I nearly rang you to cancel," admits Polly, as I 
arrive. "I was worried about the backlash. There's 
a lot of prejudice: people can't understand why 
women would give up their children. But how 
would they react if they were in my situation? You 
never know what life's going to throw at you." 

Growing up in Huntingdon, Polly had a difficult 
childhood. "It was tough," she says. 

"I was crazy, unmanageable, and teachers 
couldn't cope with me at school. Then, of course, 

I was a 'naughty child', because there wasn't a 
diagnosis for anything like bipolar or ADHD. But 
for me it was like being a prisoner in my own 
head." 

One of Polly's main problems was stealing: 
she'd steal from her family, from her friends, from 
shops - anything from chocolate to money: "but I 
can't really put my finger on why," she says. 
"Maybe for the attention, or the buzz, or just to 
see if I could get away with it." 

By the time she was 14, the situation reached 
breaking point, and Polly was put into a care 
home. The stealing continued and, at 17, she 
took the dramatic decision to move to Germany, 
where she met a British soldier stationed there. 
After a whirlwind romance, they married, both 
aged just 18. 

"I loved him, in my own way, and for me it was 
security," says Polly. "But he was away all the time, 
and I didn't really make friends. I felt like I was on 
my own out there." 

Before long, Polly fell pregnant. At first she was 
delighted: "I thought having a baby would make 
things better." But three months before her due 
date, she left her husband for another soldier, and 
returned to the UK. 

The relationship soon broke up, and Polly gave 
birth to baby Michael alone. "He was gorgeous," 
she smiles. "He had really blond hair. And I loved 


him: I was maternal, I was protective, and I did 
my best for him. But I didn't know how to be a 
mum. And I found it very difficult coping on my 
own." 

Eventually she asked her husband to take her 
back: he did, and the following year they had 
another son, Andrew. 

But Polly's manic depression made family life 
impossible: "I'd shout and scream, smash things, 
go out and not come back. We used to sit and cry 
together and say 'what are we going to do?' 
because it was just this constant battle. There was 
no way it was going to work - we were just 
bashing our heads against a brick wall." 

When her boys were 3 and 2, Polly again left 
her husband. She moved back to Cambridge, 
eventually settling in a village - and that's when 
things began to get even worse. 

At 26, she fell pregnant with her daughter, 

Lucy: "I wasn't coping with the boys as it was, 
because of the depression, and I knew when I 
had Lucy that we were going to go under. I knew 
it was going to be a disaster for the whole family." 

Sadly, she was right. By the time Lucy was 18 
months old, Polly had hit rock bottom. 

"I'd stay in bed with the curtains closed for 
weeks. Michael had become the father of the 
family. He was doing everything: he was looking 
after Lucy, feeding her, changing her nappies, 
taking Andrew to school - and looking after me. 
He was only 7. 

"I'd been in touch with social services, but they 
didn't seem to grasp the seriousness of the 
problem - they tried to get me to go on art 
courses! I got to the point where I couldn't cope 
any more. I'd had enough." 

Telling a friend she wanted to spend a week in 
Germany, Polly asked her to look after her 
children: "And she said no. So I left them with her 
16-year-old son in my house: he was going to 
look after them while I was away. 

"I knew what I was doing. I left him with a 
bank card, so he could get money, but there was 
no money in the bank. So I knew he'd contact his 
mother - and he did. She phoned social services, 
and I came back a week later knowing that my 
children would be in care." 

Social services tried to get the family back 
together, "but it had gone too far. I couldn't be a 
mum. I was too messed up," says Polly. 
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"There was a woman at the time, and I 
often think of her: she drowned herself and 
her three children: I've still got the 
newspaper cutting. And I know how she felt. 
That's how desperate I was. 

"I had three choices: I'd kill us all, they'd 
stay with me and end up really screwed up, 
or I'd put them into care. I made the right 
decision." 

The children were placed in temporary 
foster care: eventually Michael lived with 
foster parents, Lucy was adopted, and 
Andrew went to live with his paternal 
grandparents. 

"But I never let go. I saw them twice a 
week for five years: we'd play, or I'd take 
them out to the park. It was always difficult 
leaving: Lucy would have her arms stretched 
out to me every time I walked away, and 
that was one of the hardest things. But I 
believed they had a right to know who I 
was." 

Wracked with guilt and grief, Polly 
became suicidal: "I was grieving the loss of 
my children, and I phoned so many places 
trying to get help: I knew I was going under 
and I didn't want to live. I phoned the 
Samaritans, I even phoned (bereavement 
charity) Cruse. But there's nothing out there 
for women who don't live with their 
children." 

Or so she thought: by chance, the 
Cambridge Women's Resources Centre 
(CWRC) had set up a group to support 
mums in Polly's situation: "and they saved 
me," she says. 

"I came here for a few months, and it 
helped me get through a really tough time. I 
don't know what I'd have done without 
them." 

Yet the guilt and the grief continued: "and 
that's when I started taking heroin," admits 
Polly. "The heroin made me feel nothing- 
and I liked it. I liked the way that it took 
everything away, that I didn't have to feel the 
hurt and the pain." 

Polly took the drug daily for five years, 
"and then one day I decided to stop. I knew 
I'd end up in prison or dead." She bought 
some methadone on the street, then spent 
two weeks getting herself clean: "It was 
terrible. Sickness, body cramps... I felt like I 
was dying, but I knew I'd got to go through 
it. It was do or die." 

Polly then spent some time living in Spain, 
before her life dramatically changed: hearing 
that Michael, by now 19, was having a bout 
of illness, Polly felt she had to go to him, 

"and I turned up in Norwich with my guitar, 
a rucksack and my suitcase." 

She ended up living with Michael for 
nearly five years, "and it was brilliant. 
Obviously we had to deal with some difficult 
issues, but it helped turn both of our lives 
around, and gain a relationship - a very 


strong one. He's amazing, everyone thinks 
he is." 

Meanwhile Lucy, at 15, had found Polly 
on Facebook: "so although we were still in 
contact once a year, we started to have a 
Facebook relationship." When Michael met 
someone and moved to Manchester, Lucy 
and Polly took him there: "and we drank 
Champagne, and I told Michael how proud I 
was of him. He said 'It's down to you, mum, 
it's down to you'. And I cried." 

Three years ago, Polly came back to 
Cambridge, and it was here she finally had 
her bipolar diagnosis. Yet it didn't come as a 
relief: "I was angry. Why hadn't I been 
diagnosed before? I was angry with the 
whole medical profession, and with myself, 
because I'd lived for 40-odd years with this 
horrible, horrible illness, and perhaps things 
could have been different." 

Doctors suggested she should come to the 
CWRC again, "and they were amazing. 

They really supported me and helped get 
me back on track. It's just an amazing place, 
and I don't know what I'd do without it. 
They've helped me - and now I'm their 
event fundraiser, and I support other women 
as a volunteer." 

Earlier this month, Polly organised a large 
fundraising concert at the Guildhall, and is 
hoping to set up a group for women, like 
her, who no longer live with their children: "I 
just think that if I don't speak out and do 
something, then what a waste it will all have 
been." 

Today Michael, 27, is thriving in 
Manchester, and Lucy, 21, is studying for a 
photography degree in Wales. Sadly none of 
them are in contact with Andrew, 26, who 
still lives with his grandmother. 

"But I'll have him back one day," smiles 
Polly. 

And, she adds, she finally feels settled. 

"I still have my ups and downs, but that's 
part of who I am. I'm happy with my life, 
most of the time, and I love this place. 

"But we're desperate for funds. We've got 
a lot of women here who are at risk of 
offending, and those who are on probation, 
and that affects their children. 

"If children have been in care, it often rolls 
onto their family - their children end up in 
care, as it has with me. So it's stopping that 
cycle, and they seem to be able to do that 
here. 

"We're determined it's going to stay open. 
If it closed, what would those women do? 
What would I do? For me this is, and has 
always been, a lifeline." 


• The Cambridge Women's Resources Centre, which celebrated its 30th 
anniversary this year, is a not-for-profit charity which helps women to 
change their lives for the better. It offers support and guidance as well as 
training: free courses range from maths and IT to upholstery and 
woodwork. 

Key to their work is The Dawn Project, which gives women the opportunity 
to get together, discuss what's challenging them, and decide on the best 
changes to make.

Owner must pay for 
dog attack on pony 


A DOG owner whose 
Staffordshire bull terrier 
attacked a pony has been 
fined and ordered to keep 
a muzzle on the animal 
when it is out in public. 

Stephen Calder, 47, of Mill 
Lane, Fordham, admitted at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
to having a dog causing fear of 
injury in a private place. 

The court heard how Calder 
and his wife had been walking 
their dogs - a Rottweiler called 
Patsy and a Staffordshire bull 
terrier named Saffy - along a 
footpath behind Carter Street, 
Fordham, on December 2. 

Saffy caught a scent, got into 
the paddock through a hole in 
the fence and attacked a 30- 
year-old pony called Rocky. 

Graham Houghton heard 
barking coming from the padd¬ 
ock and when he got there he 
saw the dog attacking his pony. 
A horse which was also in the 
paddock was unhurt. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “The dog was described 
as hanging off the neck of the

pony by its teeth. It was 
covered in blood.” 

He said Calder tried to pull 
the dog off the pony while his 
wife restrained their other dog 
on a lead outside the paddock. 

Mr Houghton called a vet 
who described the pony as 
“trembling and disorientated” 
with a 4cm deep wound on its 
neck that had gone through the 
vein, and three other wounds 
to its face and neck. 

Mr Brown read out a 
statement from the pony’s 
owner which said: “If it had 
not been for my son putting a 
towel over the vein and the vet 
arriving so quickly then he 
would have been dead.” 

Maria Brakovic, mitigating, 
said Calder had recently 
suffered a knee injury so he 
could not move quickly and 
had struggled to get control of 
the dog. 

Calder had adopted the two 
dogs from a re-homing centre. 


Miss Brakovic said: ‘After the 
incident Mr Calder visited the 
family to apologise. 

“I hope you will see that as an 
attempt to show remorse and 
make amends.” 

She said Calder had been 
forced to install a panic button 
in the house due to ill-feeling 
from the community about the 
attack and had decided to 
move away from the area. 

Miss Brakovic said: “When 
they left home to go for a walk 
they never expected the day to 
take the horrendous turn it 
did.” 

Calder was ordered to pay 
£400 to the family and to 
reimburse them with £468 to 
pay the cost of the vet’s bill. 

He was also fined £215 and 
ordered to pay £22 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs. 

Magistrates also imposed a 
contingent destruction order, 
meaning the dog must be 
muzzled and on a lead when in 
a public place or outdoors or it 
would be destroyed.

Horticulture through the ages

T HE world's top garden 
designers will be 
celebrating 100 years of 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
in 2013 with a mixture of old 
and new, demonstrating the 
glories of the past and the 
gardens of the future. 

Award-winning Chelsea stalwart 
Roger Platts, who is designing the M&G 
show garden, Windows Through Time, 
is aiming to capture the design trends 
and themes of RHS Chelsea Flower 
Shows past and present, showing how 
British garden design has evolved while 
reflecting many recurring themes that 
have stood the test of time. 

"I believe that the three major 
reasons driving the development in 
garden design are ever-changing 
architecture, climate change and 
lifestyle changes," says Platts. 

"Extremes of weather have tended to 
kill off some new trends in planting in 
recent years. It is not long since we 
were being encouraged to plant 


drought-tolerant varieties, only to find 
them frosted or rotted in cold, wet 
winters. 

"It only takes a couple of years of 


extreme weather in close succession to 
remove gardeners' confidence in 
certain plants. 

"I have always enjoyed growing a 


wide range of silver-leaved plants but 
living on heavy soil and having wetter 
weather, I am reluctant to risk some of 
these. 

"For the average gardener it will 
always be best to grow plants tolerant of 
a wide range of conditions. For the 
enthusiast they will always be trying to 
push the boundaries." 

Low maintenance and the need for 
neatness will always be a factor in 
gardens for the future, he predicts, 
especially in urban environments. 

"The terms 'disease free' and 'easy to 
grow' and 'uncomplicated' is as much 
as I can predict for future gardens. It is 
impossible to know what other factors 
will dictate how gardens will look in the 
future." 

So, how much have our gardens 
changed in the last century? 
n Plant pots - in 191 3 pots would have 
been made from clay. This then 
developed to plastic with a recent trend 
towards biodegradable materials, 
n Glasshouses - then heating and 
propagation for glasshouses and 
growing frames relied on solid fuel and 
manure. Nowadays, electricity and bio 
fuels are used. 

n Fertilisers - 100 years ago most 
fertiliser was organic. Over the years 
chemicals were developed for use in 
fertilising. There is now a trend to 
returning to organic fertilisers, 
n Garden construction materials - then 
natural timber, stone, clay and iron and 
aggregates were mainly used. These 
would generally have been locally 
sourced. In 2013 we use a very similar 


range of materials with a few additions, 
such as plastics, concrete, stainless steel 
(invented in 1913) and imported 
materials such as Indian sandstone, 
n Plants - varieties we grew in 1913 are 
similar to what we grow now but with a 
wider range today due to sophisticated 
plant breeding and selection methods. 

A century ago most were raised in the 
ground after propagation, being 'lined 
out' in the field as young plants, hence 
the term 'liners', which is still used in 
the nursery trade for young plants prior 
to final potting. 

n Lawn mowers - were in their infancy 
100 years ago. Technology has resulted 
in garden machinery becoming more 
widely affordable. The basic principles 
of cutting grass using a cylinder mower 
have changed little over the century. 
Plastics, battery-powered strimmers and 
the rotary mower mean that small areas 
of grass are easier to maintain 
nowadays. Robotic mowers may be the 
way forward for lazy gardeners, 
n Today we grow our own food at 
home more as a hobby than a necessity, 
whereas 100 years ago before 
supermarkets, refrigerators and fast 
transport, food was grown as a basic 
need. 

Platts' 2013 Chelsea garden will 
embrace both new and traditional 
garden features, from modem sculpture 
to planting, threaded with historical 
shrubs popular in the 1900s. 

His flair for planting will be apparent 
throughout the garden, from wild 
grasses and meadow flowers to cottage 
roses and nodding foxgloves.

Trying to beat the breathalyser 
is ‘the height of folly’, says poll 


BMW unveils latest 
version of roadster 


MEN thinking body size 
will allow them to beat 
the morning-after 
breathalyser is the 
height of folly, 
according to a survey. 

Tests show that height and 
weight of drinkers has little or 
no bearing on their fitness to 
drive the day after an alcohol- 
fuelled evening. 

Yet 77 per cent of drivers 
reckon body size is important 
when it come to how quickly 


the body processes alcohol, a 
poll from Direct Line car 
insurance showed. 

And 70 per cent believe 
gender is also a vital factor in 
determining whether someone 
is legally fit to drive, said the 
poll which was also 
conducted by breathalyser 
company AlcoSense. 

The two organisations 
joined the Transport Research 
Laboratory for an experiment. 

A man weighing list 6lb 
(73kg) and just under 5ft lOin 
(177cm) tall and a woman 


weighing 9st 6lb (60kg) and 
5ft 5in (165cm) were tested 
after consuming the same 
amount of alcohol. 

Tested the next morning, 
the woman was well below 
the permitted alcohol level 
while the man was over the 
limit. 

The survey also found that 
25 per cent of drinkers knock 
back lots of water before they 
go to bed, while eight per cent 
eat large quantities of food 
after a night’s drinking.

Audi give Jarvis lift for Le Mans 


OLIVER Jarvis will have another chance 
to conquer the Le Mans 24 Hours after 
being named in Audi’s 2013 driver 
line-up for the world-famous race. 

Returning to Circuit de la Sarthe will 
again be the highlight of Jarvis’ year but 
the next 12 months promise to be even 
busier for the Newmarket driver 
than 2012. 

The action gets under way much 
earlier this year, with Jarvis joining Filipe 
Alberquerque and Edoardo Mortara in 
the Rolex 24 at the Daytona International 
Speedway at the end of this month. 

“It’s great to be part of the LMP team 
and to be confirmed for Le Mans,” said 
Jarvis, who finished third at this year’s 
race with co-drivers Marco Bonanomi 
and Mike Rockenfeller. 


“I’m so pleased to have another 
chance to race there and hopefully do 
even better than we achieved this year.” 

The German team will be taking three 
cars - all hybrids - to France next year. 

And as neither Bonanomi nor 
Rockenfeller have been named in this 
year's LMP squad, there has been some 
speculation as to what the driver line¬ 
ups will be as last year’s winning trio of 
Marco Fassler, Benoit Treluyer and 
Andre Lotterer are almost certain to 
stay together. 

Allan McNish, Tom Kristensen, Loic 
Duval, Lucas di Grassi and Marc 
Gene make up the rest of the LMP 
driver line-up. 

“We haven't beerrtold what the driver 
teams are going to be,” said Jarvis. 


“There have been lots of rumours flying 
around. At the moment I’m definitely 
doing Spa and Le Mans, but as far as the 
World Endurance Championship is 
concerned my understanding is that I 
won't be doing that. I don’t know for sure 
yet so it’s a case of waiting to see what 
happens. 

“It's fair to say that with Mike’s DTM 
commitments it was understandable that 
he wasn’t included in the LMP line-up. 

“But it was a bit of a shock to see 
Marco not included. I thought he did a 
good job and it shows how quickly 
things can change in motorsport.” 

The Spa Six-Hours race on May 4 will 
serve as useful preparation for Le Mans, 
which starts on June 22, but before that 
Jarvis will be racing in an Audi R8 


Grand-Am when he competes in the 
Rolex 24 on January 26 and 27, his first 
race in America. 

The event will be preceded by the 
Roar before the Rolex 24, a three-day 
testing event running from January 4. 

Other events and championship, such 
as the Nurburgring 24 Hours, remain a 
possibility and will be announced in due 
course, but for now Jarvis can relax safe 
in the knowledge he has another 
exciting year to look forward to. 

“To have this sorted out before 
Christmas is fantastic,” he said. “I can 
switch off and relax with the family. 

“It also means I can start to prepare 
mentally and physically for next year for 
what looks like being an even busier 
year than 2012.”

AFTER having ended his first 
season with Godolphin on a 
high, jockey Mickael Barzalona 
can hardly wait for the 2013 
campaign to start. 

The French rider, who shot to 
prominence in 2011 when he 
partnered his first Group One 
winner on board Andre Fabre’s 
Wavering in the Prix Saint-Alary 
in May, before following up by 
landing the Derby aboard Pour 
Moi - despite standing up in the 
stirrups before passing the post. 

Godolphin announced in 
March that Barzalona would join 
them to ride alongside Frankie 
Dettori and another new recruit, 
the Brazilian Silvestre de Sousa, 
and the youngster made his 
mark, guiding outsider 
Monterosso to a surprise win in 
the world’s richest race, the 
Dubai World Cup, his 
flamboyance once again. 

Although things did not take 
off immediately after Barzalona 
arrived in Britain, he was more 
successful in the second half of 
the season, notably partnering 
star juvenile Certify to four 
consecutive victories and 
winning the Ladbrokes St Leger 
on Encke. 

He said: “I am very pleased 
with my first season. 

“It took a couple of months to 
get going, but once I joined the 
team of Frankie and (agent) Ray 
Cochrane I started to ride more 
for other trainers, and I am 
pretty happy with 66 winners. 

“I had some amazing 
highlights, like winning the St 


Leger. I have always dreamed of 
joining the Godolphin team and 
riding a Classic winner for them 
was brilliant. 

“Then there was Certify. What 
a filly. I think I helped her along 
a bit, but she taught me so 
much. I’m proud that she was 
unbeaten.” 


Certify will undoubtedly 
occupy many of Barzalona’s 
thoughts during the winter as 
ante-post favourite for the 
QIPCO 1000 Guineas, but he has 
also nominated Newmarket 
maiden winner Chesterfield, 
trained by Mahmood al Zarooni, 
as one to watch.
